liam began his reign in 1713 
by cut- 
ting down official salaries 
and

charging 
many state 
employes. 
He 
also 
excited 
anger and 
ridicule 
by 
hundreds 
of other harsh 
economies. 
Yet this miserly course had good 
ef- 
fects. 
It paid his father's debts and 
gave Prussia a full treasury. 
More 
over, Wllhelm 
had full share of the 
national German 
honesty 
and stanch 
uprightness. 
His chief fiaults were 
temper and parsimony. 
Stingy as he was in 
other 
wavs. 
William 
lavished 
huge sums 
on the 
army. 
His great joy in life was to 
play at soldiering. 
He had a scheme 
for collecting 
a corps 
of giants and 
would pay unheard-o- f 
prices to induce 
tall men to serve in his ranks. 
In spite of his craze for militarv af 
fairs, Frederick William managed 
to 
reign 27 years with only one little war 
to mar the peace 
of his realm.

sneered at all sorts of education that 
were not absolutely 
practical 
(even 
forbidding his son to learn Latin.)

also chose vulgar 
and illiterate men 
and women as his 
boon companions, 
ratner than such persons of intellect
